through the conduit from ono manhole 
to another and to the end of thin U at- 
tached a rope which follows tho' rod 
When the rope Is pulled through the 
cable containing the telephone wires 
IB drawn on Into the conduit 
It Is not 
a difficult operation at any tlmo to re- 
move a cable 01 a section of It for re- 
pairs, although this Is seldom neces- 
sary.
